WASHINGTON, February 10.— The eleo 


•-fcoral votes of the forty-five states of the 
-union were formally counted at the joint 
session of the house end senate held to- 
day for that purpose, and Vice-President 
Stevenson proclaimed the election of 
McKinley aud Hobart aa President and 
Vice-President respectively. Although 
the sky waa overcast, the weather was 
auspicious and the galleries of the hall 
ot representatives were thronged. The 
..•general public besieged tlie doors in 
-vain, as but small space waa. reserved 
.for them. Ladiea were arrayed in gay 
tiolettes and gave touches ol color to the 
.brilliant Betting of • the scene. Many 
distill guiti lied personages witnessed tbe 
count, among them Ambassador Pateiio- 
tre and Chancellor Bouvo of tbe French 
«mbasBy, Mr. Chat Chung ot the Ohi- 
iieae legation, Baron Von Thielman, 
Secretary Mateu of the Japaneae lega- 
tion, Viflcount Tbyreo of the Portuguese 
lecation, and Sir Richard Cartwright of 
the Canadian government. No member 
of President Cleveland's family was 
present. 


A cordon ot blue-coated, brasa-but- 


toaed police hedged about the aeuatora 
•as they inarched majestically over to the 
bouse, preceded by Vice-Preaident Stuv- 
••ttnflon and Mr. Cox, secretary of the 
senate, with the returns locked in a 
-cherry colored box. This guarding of 
the returns was a precaution first takeu 
by acting VicB-President Ferry of Michi- 
gan, twenty years ago, during the wild 
excitement attending the Tilden-Hayea 
contest, in anticipation of K possible 
raid.

session today and listened quietly to the 
count those stirring days were recalled.

CUBAN BONDS SOLD. 


SECIiETLY ISSUKDINTKE UNITED 


8TATRS. 


Secnritk'H to Bo Openly Placed on 


Hah' Iu All Principal 


Cities. 


CHICAGO, February 10.— Tho Journal 


states that Oiiban bonds to tlio extent 
of over $15,000,000 have been eucretly is- 
sued and diapoaod of in tho United 
States and elsewhere during tho oust 
twelve months. 


The createat precaution baa been ox- 


orcieed by the junta in tbe handling of 
tbo securities for tlio reason that until 
very rncently it Ima been n question 
whether thu issuing of bonds of tho re- 
public of Cuba was a violation of inter- 
national law. The conclusion having, 
however, been arrived at that the course 
which baa bean pursued IB lawful and 
cannot bo interfered with, tho fnct of 
the bond iaatio ia now made public and 
the eecuritiee will be placed on open 
sale in all tbe principal cities ol the 
United States. These bonds are payable 
in gold ton years after the evacuation ot 
the island by tbe Spanish forces. The 
price haa been mostly a sentimental one. 
Some of the bonds have sold as high as 
51. The asking price is 50. Besides the 
bonds a large number of couceeeiona 
have been sold. These concessions con- 
sist of exclusive privileges for import- 
ing certain lines of merchandise, de- 
ductions in duties, land grants ant! 
other privileges of various kinds. At 
these concessions, as well as the bonds, 
depend for their value solely upon the 
independence of Cuba. The 
ealo o: 


bonds, it ia claimed, bears out the 
junta's constant assertion that no over- 
ture looking toward peace, except on a 
basis of absolute independence of tbe 
island, will be entertained.

U.eful Informally for Tho.t Who 


With to Cultivate It. 


EUITOII HBMBUCAH:—When a man 


has excelled in any industry he has a 
right to be heard on 'that particular 
theme. I have produced more, cheaper 
and better asparagus iu my twenty-year- 
old bed ol that vegetable than anybody 
else in our valley. It has coat me noth- 
ing, only to mow off the old dry tops m 
January and pour upon it, us fertilizer., 
all Ihe mackerel, ealmoii, beef brine 
and Boapsuds aboul tho place. 


Asparagus was described by Cato as a
